Washington, D. C.—President Cool- 


idge will sign the new tax bill which 
has been passed by both houses of 
congress. There is no longer any un- 
certainty about it. Effective at once 
—June 15, when tho next payment on 
Income taxes Is due^-everybody will 
bo permitted to,deduct 25 per cent Qf 
taxes due. Also all-transactions since 
Jan. 1' of this year will come under 
tho provisions of th new law when 
taxpayers make out their returns next 
March. 


The president will accompany the 
' new tax bill with a statement point- 


Ing out that the measure is an im- 
provement over the present law in 
that it reduces taxes for all. On the 
other hand, to be consistent, the presi- 
dent must express • his dissatisfaction 
that the bill does not .accomplish what 
the plan of Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon originally proposed. Some fea- 
tures of the new bill he will particu- 
larly disapprove but again Mr. Cool- 
idge will say what he did when he 
signed the Immigration * bill, that be- 
cause there is no way to disapprove a 
particular section -without vetoing an 
entire bill he must accept the -good 
with the bad.

It looks more and more as if this 


Country is in need of ft greater "William 
jAllen "Wnite to shock it out of its com- 
placency and self-satisfaction, -with a 
irank, searching, blistering "What's the 
flatter with the United States?" The 
breTelations of corruption at "Washington, 
fsottght to have brought a general avraken- 
ling of its Mud, but many signs indicate 
'rtiiet it has fafled to do so. that a full half 
isof the people hare allowed politicians to 
^persuade them that there is little or nett- 
ling to be concerned about, and that the 
finvestgations are mere partisan attacks, 
^although they "were voted by a practical- 
Or unanimous senate. There is something 
Seriously the matter -nith the United 
•States, or it -would not be true, as Dr. 
^Frederick L. Hoffman of the Prudential 
Jafe Insurance company sho-ws, confirm- 
ing previous estimates, that "on the basis 
of population murders -were 25 times as 
frequent (in this country last rear) as 
in England anf "Wales," and teree times 
as frequent here as in. Italy." 


"Why are there crimes of -violence in 


such vast proportions in a euuiilrj' wMch. 
boasts not only of progress in an lines 
but of an orderly and good-natured pop-

fiRepublicans or Democrats, because we 
jcare more for party supremacy and par- 
ty rewards than for an effective police

'Perhaps the chief cause of our tmen- 


jviable eminence in crime was suggested 
'by the New York "World when, discuss- 
ing in a recent editorial our "burden of 
'.law enforcement T^hich is beyond ordin-

ise the police and courts against crim- 
inals.. TTe are determined to mobilize 
them against sinners and non-oonfbrm- 
ers as welL 
"We keep our police so busy 


and our courts so clogged in an attempt 
to make mankind perfect that we have 
neither time nor energy to concentrate 
on political machinery of law enforce- 
ment, we turn that ziachinery to execut- 
ing more laws than the legislatures of the 
Test of the "world have ever contrived to 
enact. The result is that policemen

trt La Pollette and the presidential elec- 
tion is ect at rest by tie senator's state- 
jaent issued from Atlantic city in •whicb 
lie makes public the contents of a letter to 
^Attorney-General Ekcrn. For instance, 
Mr. La Follctte reveals the so-called 
tanner-Labor convention at St. Paul as a 
'tommunist gathering with, which he will 
'k&vc nothing to do. His letter shows that 
the ring-leaders in charge of this convcn- 
I tiofc are avowed comaonuta and that they 
e 


are acting under specific instructions from 
the Communist Internationals of Russia. 
Mr. La toilette's excoriation of commun- 
ism is complete and leaves nothing wanU 
ing. 
"Whatever may bo thought of his po- 


litical radicalism he is a bitter and un- 
compromising enemy of those forces which 
would wreck American institutions and 
•which advocate revolution. "We have never 
had any doubt about Mr. La Folletto's 
abhorrence of communism, and now that 
ho has spoken thoso labor extremists who 
have been supporting him on the theory 
that he would countenance communism 
will have their eyes opened. 


Mr. La Follette is no more explicit 


about his own-plans in the campaign than 
aro 
those 
who have 
essayed 
to 


speak for Mm. He will run for the presi- 
dency, vif — — . The "if" is the same 
conditional threat that has been held over 
the Republicans since the opening of the 
campaign. If the Old Guard is in control 
of the Cleveland convention and adopts a 
reactionary platform Mr. La Follette will 
head' a third party which will be a 
bolters' party and will have no con- 
nection with the' Fanner-Labor (com- 
munist) party. "While Mr. La Follette in- 
timates that if the Republicans are in his 
opinion reactionary and t&eDemocratsare 
liberal he will support the latter, it is a 
foregone conclusion that he will not find 
anything in the Democratic ticket or plat- 
form to approve. His course will be de- 
termined entirely by what the Republicans 
do. It is a toss-up whether he will run or 
not. If he makes his words good literally 
he will have to run, for everyone knows 
what the G. 0. P. convention will be. It 
is to be taken for granted that he will sup- 
port Coolidge on a'platform of his liking, 
for in his pronouncement about the Cleve- 
land convention he knows, of course, that 
Coolidge will be nominated. However, 
a platform to his liking is another mat- 
ter — a contingency so remote that it 
need fcardly be reckoned with.

senator a radical in. the eyes of his critics 
and opponents but rather his past record, 
including particularly his conduct during 
the war and his advocacy of such measures 
as the one to give congress the power to 
renact laws -which the supreme court 
holds -unconstitutional. 


Mr. La Follette cannot be elected, but 


he can put the Republican party in an aw- 
ful hole. He may be able to make impos- 
fible the election of Mr. Coolidge, and he 
might in tiie event that the election goes 
to the house put a Democrat into the pres- 
idency.

A HOMEOPATHIC WAT TO REDUCE 


In reply to a perennial duery which I am _ 


to note Is becoming rarer every year, I am not an 
allopath. There Is no such school of practice and 
there never has been. Now, wait I do not deny 
that many doctors have been dubbed "allopaths" by 
colleagues who had wandered off the regular road 
onto other "paths." Look in the dictionary and see 
•what allopathy means and who Invented tho epi- 
thet and why. Then you will understand that I 
merely state a fact when I say there Is no allopathic 
"school" and never has been.

pathic school of practice, though If I had to re- 
strict myself to a particular path I think I'd moke 
a pretty fair homeopath, at that, as homeopaths BO.

your dairyman Is clean and that his 
cows have been tested for tubercu- 
losis. 


Buy only bottled milk If possible. 


Dipped milk Is often dirty and

If you buy from, your neighbor 


and furnish your own containers, be 
careful to boll them nnd keep them 
clean. 
Do not permit the use of 


milk containers for any other pur- 
pose. 


Take milk Into the house as soon 


as It Is delivered, and place it in the 
refrigerator or in cold water imme- 
diately. Bacteria increases rapidly in 
milk which stands in the sun 
or 


warms up. and such milk will sour 
quickly.

SLEEP 


Sufficient sleep Is most necessary 


for _the nursing mother. As scon us 
possible the baby should be given 
only nne nursing between 6 p. m. 
and 6 A. M. so that th« mother may 
have a long, 
unbrokpn 
sleep. 
At 


least eight hours' sleep ns night and 
ono hours's rest during tho day are 
deslrcable for every nursing mother. A 
tired mother cannot produce food for 
her baby. 


If the baby Is not trained to sleep 


at night, or If he Is fretful, it is bet- 
ter for someone else to sleep in the 
same room, with him or to get up with 
him at night, in order to save the 
mother's strength. Even when the 
mother must tako charge of the ba- 
by at night, the baby must always 
sleep In a bed by himself and it Is 
better, after the early weeks, for him 
to sleep in the. next room. 


WORK 


The mother should not overwork 


during the 
nursing 
period. 
Often 


mothers Who have plenty of milk for 
their babies at first find that the 
amount of their ir.llk Is greatly re- 
duced when they go back to thoir 
household duties. Many mothers must 
work hard during the nursing per- 
iod, but work should be resumed grad- 
ually. Most;" mothers are not strong 
enough to undertake their regular 
duties until at least elx weeks after 
Childbirth. By this 
time the 
milk 


flow is established. 


Fatigue from overwork should be 


avoided by short r*>sts between tasks. 
Oftentimes lying down for five min- 
utes every 
hour 
will 
enable the 


mother to accomplish much 
more 


work than she would otherwise be 
able to do safely. To secure more rest 


it is well for the mother to nurse her 
baby In a seml-recllnlngr or other 
comfortable position. This will give 
the mother 13 or 20 minutes' com- 
plete relaxation 
every few 
hours. 


Neither the mother nor the baby 
should be allowed to fall asleep befont 
the nursing Is finished. 


FRESH AIR. EXERCISE 


Moderate exercise.-. In the open air 


and 
sunshlno 
especially walking, 


is necessary to good health and quiet 
nerves in a nursing mother. If the 
mother has a great denl of work in- 
side the house, she will not have the 
strength for much walking or other 
exercise 
outdoors, 
but she 
s'.iould 


make It a practice to spend some part 
of even' day outdoors. Mothers who 
enjoy a vigorous w;ilk will find this 
good exercise for (his period, if not 
carried to the 
point of weariness. 


Gardening Is usually agreeable it not 
overdone. 


Fresh air indoor is needed both by 


mother and baby for good health, 
and sleeping and living rooms should 
be kept well airod. 


RECREATION 


Some form of recreation, amuse- 


ment or pleasure Is good for every- 
one. 
The over-conscientious mother 


who stays at home watching her ba- 
by all the time dovis not do the best 
thing for her child. Outdoor life and 
pleasant recreation which are not ei- 
hausting but which keep tho mother 
happy and 
contented are beneficial. 


Worry, 
anger, or strong 
emotion 


should be avoided as they may 
af- 


fect the milk. The mother must learn 
to control herself and to regulate her 
life for tho best interests of the ba- 
by.

'• Cooling System Should Be Carefully In- 


spected Before Warm Weather Arrives 


During the cold weather, you have probably beer- using an anti- 


freeze solution, and they usually have a certain amount of effect' on 
the rubber of the hose connections. In addition to this the hot water 
circulating through them, has a tendency to rot the rubber. The 
outside .of the hose, connections 
may look all right, but if the car 
has seen very much service, the 
rubber skin inside the hose may 
have rotted and curled up, so ob- 
structing the free floxv of water 
through the cooling system. It is 
a good investment to remove both 
tipper and lower hose connection? 
each season and renew them. You 
are then sure that they will give 
no trouble by leaking or obstruct- 
ing the. flowof water through the 
circulating system later in the 
season. 


If there is any mnd or dirt be- 


tween the fins of the radiator, take 
« hose with a good strong pressure behind it and flush through radi- 
ator from the rear. Before you do this,-however, cover up the spark 
plug* and ignition system so thst 
these parts will not get wet. 


Now start the engine and if 


convenient take a run for a mile 
or so, then stop and examine to see 
that the radiator or hose connec- 
tions'are not leaking. If the radi- 
ator leaks, have a good radiator 
repair man repair it Do not use 
any of the patent "stop leak" prep- 
arations to make a permanent re- 
pair. Most of these are all right 
lor a temporary repair while tour- 
ing, etc., bat are not to be trusted 
for making a permanent job. 


Now hare a look at the Fan 


Belt to see that it is adjusted prop- 
erly. Tie belt must not be kept too tight or you will ha\-c troua><* 
With it stretching and breaking, and you will also put a strain on the 
fan bearing-. It most not be too 
loose or it will clip. If the belt ss 
adjusted correctly, you should just 
be able to slide the fan pv4icy on 
the belt by pressing down with a 
tnoderate pressure on a fan blade. 
If U flips around too easily, you 
trill find an adjustment tha: will

once a month, and the fan bearing 
lubricated about once a week.
